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The  outlook  for  American  apolos  has  improved  sii  htly  since  th* 
of  Au  ;usts  when  the  situation  was  last  stanaorizod.    The  cctiiratc  of  the 
Amorican  crop^hac  been  raised  slightly,  while  reports  of  poor  crops  in  Europe 
are  bom-  confirmed,  and  in  some  instances,  estimates  of  the  crop  reduced. 
;;r"}   commercial  apple  crop  of  the  United  States  will  amount  to  20,394,000 
barrels  according  to  the  September  estimate,  compared  with  29,220,000  as 
estimated  in  Au-  ust.    The  total  «?«•!  is  placed  at  162,193,000  bushels  compar- 
ed with  the  previously  published  estimate  of  161,148,000  bushels. 

In  Canada,  the  September  cstimato  of  the  commercial  crop,  although 
above  the  Au  -ust  cstimato,  is  only  2,644,000  barrels,  compared  with  thc~ 
July  estimate  of  2,089,000  barrels,  and  below  tho  final  cstimato  for  last 
year  which  placed  the  crop  at  2,750,000  barrels,

In  England,  the  most  important  market  for  the  American  and  Canadian 
f^PJ-Us,  conditions  arc  not  pood.    Although  frequent  rains  during  Au-ust  in 
En-land  and  Wales  resulted  in  better  sizing,  the  fruit  was  reported  about 
tno  first  of  September  to  be  variable  and  below  average,  excepting  Kent 
ununuy,  who  re  the  table  variety,  Worcester  Pcrmainc  was  reported  -ood,  and 
Blenheim  and  Cox  Oran  e  very  good.    Scotland's  applo  crop  is  also  below 
normal . 


The  crop  in  Switzerland,  which  exports  to  nci  hboring  markets,  is 
practically  a  failure  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
mas  at  Vienna,  the  commercial  table  apple  crop  amounting  to  only  1,442 
carloads    or  about  51  per  cent  of  the  1924  crop  and  29  per  cent  of  the 
avcra.ee  of  too  crops  for  the  years  1919  to  1924,    The  Swiss  crop  was 
o^icially  estimated  on  July  1  at  55  per  cent  of  last  year,    No  now  estimates 
have  been  received  from  the  apple  -rowing  countries  adjacent  to  those  in 
Switzerland,  but  conditions  in  the  latter  country  arc  qrdtc  representative 
oi  those  prevailing  in  northern  Italy  and  parts  of  Austria,  where  apples 
arc  grown.    Earlier  estimates  have  indicated  a  crop  In  Austria  about  ^  quel 
to  that  in  Switzerland  (Sec  F.S./A-29)  and  one  in  Italy  possibly  smaller. 

Storms  in  Hungary  during  Au  ust  caused  some  damage  to  the  fruit 
crops  of  that  country,  according  to  Consul  Rcincck,  but  apples  wore  expected 
to   -ivc  a  good  average  crop.    Hungary  in  fact,  has  already  made  important 
shipments  to  the  Go iman  market.     The  Swedish  crop  is  said  tc  be  practically 
a  failure  and  the  Danish  crop  is  small  according  to  Clcrk-to-Commcrcial 
Attache  Fonsclau.     France  also  reports  a  light  crop.    The  cider  apple  crop 
is  especially  short  and  cider  producers  arc  urging  the  Government  to 
prohibit  the  export  of  cider  apples,  according  to  Consul  Davis  at  Paris, 
The  demand  from  Groat  Britain  and  Germany,  it  is  contended,  will  raise  prices 
tc  an  unreasonable  figure  if  exports  arc  permitted* 


No  reports  on  the  Gorman  crop  have  boon  received  for  some  time, 
but  oarly  information  indicated  a  light  crop,  in  common  with  conditions 
prevailing  in  nearby  regions.    The  movement  of  apples  into  Germany  from 
neighboring  countries  this  year,  has  assumed  largo  proportions  somewhat 
earlier  than  last  year,  according  to  figures  cabled  by  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Schoenfeld  at  Berlin.    With  the  light  crop  in  prospect 
continental  countries  will  offer  a  market  for  American  apples  much  earlier 
than  last  season.    August  imports  into  Germany  wero  equivalent  to  468,000 
boxes,  compared  with  an  importation  of  115,000  boxes  last  year.    -"lore  than 
one -third  of  these  early  arrivals,  or  approximately  173,000  boxes,  came 
from  Hungary,  which  supplied  a  negligible  amount  last  year  when  the  crop 
was  large  in  sources  of  supply  rearer  to  the  Gorman  market «  Italy 
contributed  approximately  100,000  boxes,  or  about  20  per  cent  of  the  August 
imports,  compared  with  55,000  boxes  last  August,  although  the  Italian  crop 
is  much  smaller  than  a  year  ago«    Belgium  and  Holland  wore  fee  other 
important  sources  of  supply,    Czechoslovakia,  Switzerland,  and  Austria, 
which  usually  supply  the  bulk  of  German  imports,  with  their  very  short  crops, 
had  not  yet  shipped  important  quantities,  according  to  August  returns. 

The  poor  pear  crop  in  Europe  makes  the  dearth  of  apples  more  keenly 
felt  than  would  otherwise  bo  the  case.    The  pear  crop  is  reported  to  be  a 
failure  or  practically  so  in  England,  Czechoslovakia,  Sweden,  Switzerland, 
and  the  Italian  Tyrol,  and  is  also  light  in  France.
